That they will do abso- 
lutely nothing we have no fear—that what they do will 
be worth anything, we feel no assurance. These long 
sittings—-the ‘‘ animated discussions,” the two draft 
reporte—render probable a large departure from the 
suggestions of the graduates. That it is carried no 
further than consists with their spirit, we cannot, even 
from the composition of the select committee, sugur 
with confidence. That committee represents, as we 
believe, all the views of the Senate; and, among those 
views, resistance to all the claims of the graduates was 
till lately predominant, and does not appear to us to 
have been even yet confined within the limits of a fair 
opposition, We must speak plainly. Hoping for the 
beat, we do not yet feel that we have any security that 
those who desire a metropolitan university open to all 
re may not find even now that they 
have all their work to do. They will commence it, if it 
be so, under great advantages, and it will be settled, in 
all probability, in a single session.

We are 
told in substance that there is a mode of amending

whilst they can, and having no policy of their own, 
will wait until after the general election, before 
committing themselves to any definite political 
course. e country is invited to signify its own 
opinion, by using the all comprehensive name of 
“Derby” at the = and when Derby has 
got a sufficient majority, he will make up his mind 
what he means to do, and will tell the people his 
decision by acts rather than by promises. 


And yet, a slight study of Mr. Disraeli’s address 
suggests a doubt whether the Ministry are so en- 
tirely without an ultimate purpose, as the vague- 
ness of their professions would at first sight seem 
to imply. One is tempted to think that all this 
tissue of generalities is but the smoke and dust 
raised by the conjuror, to hide from spectators the 
trick he is about to perform. You may see the 
dim outline of a reserved intention through the 
veil of words with which it is enwrapped—and that 
intention is, by means of a readjustment of taxation, 
to compensate the landowners for the loss of that 
portion of their rents which was artificially pro- 
duced by the corn-laws, and which the adoption of 
a Free-trade policy has naturally curtailed. The 
design seems to be to lay upon the public in 
general, a species of rate for the especial advan- 
tage of landlords. Not that this design is ex- 
gy stated —it is too nakedly selfish for that. 

e form in which it is presented for public 
approval is, of course, patriotic— a 1 desire to 
secure the cultivation of the soil by obtaining for 
the capital invested for this purpose, a fair return. 
And this, we have no doubt, is the real object of 
the Derby Administration. For this especially 
they took office. Prevented by the strength of 
public opinion from seeking the realization of this 
desire by a reimposition of the corn-laws, they are 
anxious, if permitted the opportunity, to cast 
about them for some more covert means of 
N the end in view. Hence the neces- 
sity of hiding themselves behind a crowd of 


ambiguities. Their plan is to excite hope in b 


every quarter, without committing themselves to 
anything definite—to collect together from all 
parties a band of general supporters, which, having 
trained to obedience, they may lead on whither- 
soever they would, and, availing themselves of 
whatever opportunities chance may throw in their 
way, or craft may be able to devise, they hope to 
regain for the land proprietors their lost advan- 

es, and to saddle the people of this country 
with burdens which are properly their own. 


That they will fail egregiously ‘in this attem 
is hardly doubtful. Nevertheless, it becomes the 
electors of Great Britain and Ireland to put them- 
selves strictly on their guard. The best way of 
defeating Lord org | is to interpret the vague 
eneralities in which he and his colleagues have 
indulged into that specific meaning which is best 
gathered from the tenour of their past career. We 
may rely upon it, that neither are the men them- 
selves changed, neither is their main object, 
their accession to power. They retain all their 
old principles, but adopt a new system of tactics. 
They seek to cajole the public, whom they cannot 
coerce. They hide their conspi “in smiles 
and affability.” It is their cue to divert and dis- 
tract popular attention, and to amuse it with any- 
thing, rather than the real business in hand. 
wish to seem to all men what all men would wi 
to see them, but to do for themselves and their 
class what none would willingly allow them to do. 
If we are at last im upon we shall deserve 
all the evils which the imposition can entail upon 
us. For a people who can tolerate a notoriously 
dishonest administration, have already prepared a 
rod for their own chastisement.

For the sake of Skye, 
as well as of Australia, we assent to the deporta- 
tion of the natives of the former to the latter. We 

ise in the opening-up of the gold mines a 
Providential means of escape for the poor of 
Ireland and this country from a destitution 
which their happier fellow-countrymen are not yet 
wise enough to cure by less expensive applica- 
tions. The Celtic Exodus, now flowing from both 
these islands, will have, at least, this resemblance 
to the progress from Egypt to Canaan—that the 
Egyptians are spoiled by their escaping bondsmen.

Many as are the important and interesting facts 
concerning the Great Naht bition, which have now 
become familiarly known to the public, here is yet 
a big book containing a new and marvellous store ;

We pro 
to give our readers the benefit of a few of the 
historical and statistical particulars here put forth 
by the Royal Commissioners: but we must refer 
them to the book itself for any adequate idea of 
the vastness alike of the labours and results be- 
longing to the great event of last year ; as, also, for 
that complete and detailed history of its origin, 
progress and consummation, which will not mere!)

accounts of the contents, number of visitors, and 
daily incidents, of the Exhibition, as make up a

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— complete and interesting view of its immediate 
results. 

The Financial results first deserve attention. 
The total net receipts of the Commissioners have 
amounted to more than half a million of money; 
the exact figures being £506,100 6s. 11d.; and 
the expenditure, to February 29th in the present 
year, has been £292,794 11s. 3d.; leaving a balance 
in hand of £213,305 15s. 8d. Other disburse- 
ments have yet to be made—as the cost of print- 
ing the Jury Reports, &c.—but the Commissioners 
state that they do not anticipate that the net 
surplus will be less than £150,000. Of the whole 
sum received for admissions, £67,514 1s. was pro- 
duced by Season Tickets; and £356,808 1s. was 
the gross amount of receipts at the doors. The 
Exhibition having been open for 140 days, it 
follows that the average daily receipts for entrance 
amounted to £2,648. 

The value of the contents of the Crystal Palace 
was very variously estimated ; extravagance had 
its swing in the figures popularly adopted. It 
5 from a statement by Exhibitors severally 
of the value of their goods, that the total value of 
the property was about two millions of pounds 
sterling—the Koh-i-noor being excluded from this 
estimate. 

The number of Letters received and despatched 
by the Executive Committee on the business of 
the Exhibition was as follows :—Received, 51,918 ; 
Despatched, 161,631. The greatest number de- 
spatched in one day, 7,835. The sum paid for 

ostage and Parcels amounted to £1,463 14s. 4d. 
In addition to these numbers, the Royal Commis- 
sioners, from their office, Despatched Letters, 
1,560; and Received 1,956. he Postmaster- 
General permitted bags to be made up and 
despatched from the Crystal Palace three times 
a-day; a letter-box was accordingly fixed in the 
Transept, and the Public, Exhibitors, and others, 
who had business to transact, deposited therein on 
an average 400 letters a-day. The Printed Pa 
necessary for the operations of the Commission, 
the Executive and other Committees, in carrying 
on the business of the Exhibition, form a collec- 
tion of 1,123 independent documents; comprising 
Pamphlets, Circulars, Lists, and Forms, of a sin- 
gular variety. 

An Appendix, containing a “statement of the 
materials supplied for the construction of the 
Building,” puts us in possession of a few par- 
ticulars worthy of mention as we pass along. The 
total weight of Iron used in construction was, 
tons 4,486, cwt. 4, ors. 3, bs. 10. The number of 
separate pieces of Iron, Cast and Wrought, was 
537,082 ; this number comprises everything, from 
columns and girders to nuts and rivets. The 
timber used smounted to 412,634 feet cube. And 
among the particulars of Expenditure are to be 
found the following curious items—“ Paint, Varnish, 
s., £5,049 15s. 10d.” —“ Calico, £1,631 2s. 4d.”— 
“ Wages paid at Park, £58,238 11s. 11d.” 

The total number of visits to the Building, by 
season tickets or payment at the doors, was 
6,039,195. It is sup that this number may 
represent 2,000,000 individual visitors; and that 

The in- 
crease in the number of foreigners visiting this 
country during the Exhibition months, over the 
numbers of the preceding year during the same 
months, was 42,913.
